25-3 The only loss came at Plymouth State, 34-7, and tainted an otherwise record setting season This 
Chiefs team scored the most points and allowed the fewest points in 1 1 seasons of ULowell varsity football 

Leading the charge were senior defensive end Bob Cote, the defensive and team most valuable player, 
and senior fullback Bnan Gauthier, the offensive MVP Cote was a first team New England Football 
Conference and ECAC Division Three New England all-star after posting 48 tackles, 12 sacks and three 
fumble recoveries in seven games Gauthier led the team with 111 yards rushing and 16 touchdowns on 
155 carries and earned first team NEFC and second team ECAC N E honors Junior tight end Tom 
Lafferty was a first team NEFC and ECAC selection and a second team Champion USA Division Three All- 
Amencan Lafferty led the Chiefs in receiving with 38 catches for 383 yards and nine touchdowns He also 
averaged 34 1 yards per punt to finish third in the conference Sophomore quarterback Billy Rizos 
completed 57 of 102 passes for 806 yards and nine touchdowns in six games before forced to the sidelines 
by illness Freshman Dave Lyons assumed the quarterbacking duties for the remainder of the season, 
completing 68 of 119 passes for 747 yards and 11 touchdowns Combined, the two produced the finest

The Men’s Basketball team finished 11-17 overall, placing seventh in the NECC during the 90-91 

season Ten of Lowell’s NECC games were decided in the final minutes or in overtime They won four of those 
games, and of the six losses, two were by one point, one in overtime, and another by two points. Lowell proved 
it could win big games by sweeping the season series against pre-season favorite New Haven and defending 
league champion New Hampshire College The Chiefs were a couple big plays away from hosting a play-off 
game instead of traveling to Bridgeport for the quarterfinals, where they lost, 100-84, after leading at halftime 

Eleven lettermen, including four players who averaged double figures in scoring, are expected to 
return next year. Guard Steve Lane led the Chiefs with 15.8 points per game, 69 three-pointers and 96 assists. 
Forward A J. Hoff emerged as a potential all-star and averaged 18,3 points and 7 1 rebounds and shooting 539 
from the floor. Center Willlie Collins had a blazing start, but never completely regained his rhythm after missing 
six games in the middle of the season with a broken hand. Despite the injury, Collins finished with 13 1 ppg and

After losing 8 of their first 12 games, the Women’s Basketball team staged a remarkable 
turnaround in the second half of the season and charged to the first 20-win season (22-9) in 
the 16-year history of the program. They won a ULowell basketball record 18 straight 
games, which included their first New England Collegiate Conference regular season and 
tournament titles. The season climaxed with the Chiefs first appearance in the NCAA 
Division Two Tournament. u We simply played as a team,” said sixth-year coach Kathy 
O’Neil, who was named the NECC Coach of the Year after directing the Chiefs to a perfect 
14-0 league record. “In the beginning, some players tried to do too much. When everyone 
learned their roles, we became a better team and different people were coming up with big 
games on different nights.” 

The Chiefs were the top seed in the NECC tournament after clinching the regular season 
title with a 75-53 win over Keene St. They won their quarterfinal match-up against New 
Haven, 83-58, and hosted the NECC Championship Weekend. Following a 79-56 semifinal 
win over Southern Connecticut, the Chiefs won the tournament championship with an 80-63 
victory over New Hampshire College. The season and winning streak ended with an 82-65 
loss to St. Anselm in the NCAA New England Regionals. This loss was also the end of senior 
guard Rosalyn Worsley’s career. The co-captain is the all-time leading scorer with 1,563 
points including 1,017 in the last two seasons when the Chiefs posted a 41-21 record. She 
was selected to the NECC first all-star team for the second straight year and to the ECAC 
North first team after leading the Chiefs with 17.5 points per game, 43 three-pointers, and a 
team record 81 steals this season. 

The Chiefs would not have been so successful with Worsley alone. Juniors Kendra 
Lippmann and Cathy Rhuda and sophomores Jennifer Morrison, Darlene Orlando-Ciarcia 
and Ginger Sanford all stood out during the course of the season. Orlando-Ciarcia, an NECC 
first-team selection, led the team with 71 blocks and was second in scoring (14.4 ppg) and

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Riley Era Ends 






Veteran hockey coach Bill Riley has hung up his skates and whistle after a 22-year career as 

the Chiefs’ mentor. During his tenure as head coach, Riley guided the Chiefs to 363 victories, three NCAA 
Division Two titles, four ECAC Division Two East crowns, nine ECAC tournament berths, four Hockey East 
semi-finals, and was the driving force behind the program’s survival and eventual elevation to Division One in 
1983. 

Riley, who announced in 1990 that he would be stepping down at the conclusion of the 1990- 
91 season, gave the fans one last glimpse of the magic that made him one of the nation’s most respected 
coaches when he had his Chiefs less than eight minutes away from upsetting the University of Maine in the 
first round of the HOCKEY EAST play-offs. Unfortunately for the Chiefs, the tank ran dry and the heavily 
favored Black Bears rallied for a 5-3 victory effectively ending the “Riley Era” at ULowell. 

The 1990-91 Chiefs finished the campaign with a 10-23-1 overall record and a 5-15-1 mark 

in Hockey East (seventh place). A young team (only four 
seniors on the roster) that showed signs of improvement 
over the course of the five-month season, the Chiefs 
should have a solid nucleus for new head coach Bruce 
Crowder to build upon next season. “I thought we had 

good leadership and were a complete team There was a 

lot of camaradene and the players got along off the ice as 
well as on,” commented Riley “I thought we finished 
1 strong We were playing good positional hockey and 

I . executed well. 

Looking back on his 22-year association with the 
Chiefs’ program, Riley said, “It’s been a great ride We 
always enjoyed ourselves It was fun working for and 
reaching our short and long range goals over the years 
It was my personal goal to elevate this program to be a 
respectable Division I program. It's been very rewarding.” 

Senior captain Brendan Flynn led the team in scoring 
with 39 points on 13 goals and 26 assists. Senior Steve 
Ablitt who missed the last month of the season after 
having an appendectomy, was next in the scoring parade 
with nine goals and 16 assists. Rounding out the top four 
scorers were junior wing Dave Gatti with 14 goals and 10 
assists for 24 points and sophomore center Dave Stevens 
with 13 goals and 11 assists. Sophomore left wing Dave 
Pensa was the team’s leading goal scorer lighting the 

] lamp 16 times during the season. He finished with 22 
points.

ECAC and All-New England status during the winter season. 
Senior tri-captain Mike Chamberas, after missing the entire 
cross country season with an injury, was All-Eastern League in 
the 1,500 meters and Distance Medley Relay, All-EC AC in the 

3,00 meters, and All-New England in the 5,000 meters. He 
qualified for the NCAA Championships in the 5,000 meters 
and missed All-American honors by one place after finishing 
seventh.

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Making Strides 



The Women’s Track team continued to make 
strides in the region with four All-ECAC 
Derformances and two All-New England efforts 
during the indoor season. Senior co-captain 
Cheryle Dalton earned All-ECAC honors with an 
18-1 long jump for third place and a 7.42 second 
55-meter dash for fifth place. She was also All-New 
England in the long jump finishing third with a 18-8 
eap, which qualified her for the NCAA 
Championships. Sophomore Maureen Madigan 
oined Dalton as an All-ECAC honoree with a fifth 
Diace in the 300-meters. Dalton and Madigan 
:eamed with freshman Sarah Dundon and junior 
Teresa Willis for an All-ECAC, third place finish in 
:he 4x2 2 0-yard relay. Junior Tracy Maher was All- 
Mew England in the 3000-meters. 

Cheryle Dalton’s consistent excellence in the 
ong jump highlighted the outdoor season. 
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The second annual Chiefs’ Excellence Banquet was held in May to honor the student- 
athletes, coaches and athletic staff members at the University. Awards were presented to an individual 
on each team who made significant contributions to the team while maintaining a minimum fall term 
or cumulative GPA of 2.5. In addition, the Lester H. Cushing awards were presented to the 
outstanding male and female athletes at ULowell. 

For the second consecutive year Rosalyn Worsley, a senior on the women’s basketball team 
was named the female recipient of the Cushing award. Worsley was only the second woman to 
receive the award twice. Worsley owns 20 individual records, including 18 she set, tied or extended 
during the 90-91 season. She is first on the all-time lists for points (1,563), games played (114), field 
goals made (553), free throws made (380), free-throw percentage (.788), three-point percentage 
(.348) and steals (199). “Take a look at what the program has done since Rosalyn came here and 
that’s a good indication of the type of player she is,” Coach Kathy O'Neil said. “We’ve played in two 
big post-season tournaments the last two years and had three straight winning seasons where she’s 
been our leading scorer. Her stats speak for themselves.” 

Steve Lane, a two-sport standout for the Chiefs, was named the male recipient of the 
Cushing award in 1991. Lane was co-captain and started at guard for the men’s basketball team. He 
led the team in scoring, three pointers, assists and steals and was among the NECC’s top 10 in five 
categories. “Steve is an excellent pick for the award because he helps a team as much with his 
leadership qualities as he does with his play,” said head basketball coach Stan Van Gundy. In baseball, 
Lane was a tri-captain and second baseman for the Chiefs, who won the NECC Championship and 
made their first NCAA Tournament since 1988. Batting leadoff, he finished fifth on the team with a 
.324 average. An NECC and ABCA Northeast Region all-star, Lane has a .351 career average in 79 
games and is second on the all-time stolen base list with 49. 

The first David J. Boutin Award was presented to swimmer Mark Garneau. The award was 
established by the athletic department in memory of David Boutin, a catcher for three years on the 
baseball team. The award, which will be given annually, will recognize one student-athlete who has 
made significant contributions to the school and the Greater Lowell community beyond those 

associated with athletic competition.
